Criticism of the Honours List, 
(From Our Corvespondént). 
Loxpox, July 30. 

Oppressed by the weight of a big majority 
and a bigger pragrammo, tho Government 
has shown tho general fatigue of tho 
summor by abandoning a whole crop of 
innocents in the ahape of proposed bills, but 
there still remain over forty which tho 
Premier says ho intunds to push forward 
before the House rises at ‘the end of the 
month. He is an optimistic man if ho 
expects todo much with ail this numbor, 
but. his action proves that even w ¢remen- 
ous majority cannot do what it likes in 
tho British House of Commons, and a 
number of active talkors cunnot be disposed 
of easily by a periodical uxo uf the closure. , 

The. only active subject of discussion 

tres, howover, on the allegutions made 
by Mr HR Q, Lea, M.P., in. regard: ‘to the 
sale af titles. He has merely expressed. 
what everyhody has understoad for years, 
that Jiberal-contributivns to sarty funds 
would be rewarded with a title a5 soon ns 
convenient to the leader of the party so 
benefited. There has been no sceret about 
this and hoth sides are cqually concerned: 

The charges made by Mr Lea have, 
however, drawn a great deal of attention 
to the matter and the King lox been 
exceedingly annoyed with the publicity 
given to the causes of the recom- 
mendations made to him from time 
to time ns to men worthy of o title. I 
hear that he was considerably surprised to 
hear of the connection between the party 
contributions and the recommendations 
and he'sont for Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nermin on Thursday to lei hie side of 
the matter. Probably the Premier was 
able to assure his Majesty that the accusa- 
tions were extravagant, but I doubt if he
